Six months allowed for | 
discovery in shelter case

-On March 7, Judge Dennis F. 
Murphy opted to hold a pre-trial 
conference in open court with the 
attorneys representing both sides in 
the case concerning the Animal 
Shelter of Crawford County, Inc. 
(ASCC) v. Dixie Lobsinger. In 
most cases, pre-trial conferences are 
held in the judge’s chambers. 

No members of the shelter board 
were on hand for the conference, 
but Lobsinger and five of her sup- 
porters, known as “Dixie's 
Underdogs,” attended the confer- 
ence. The Underdogs support group 
(of nearly 200 members) formed 
before the lawsuit was filed and 


holds the belief the ASCC Board 


was not duly elected by the mem- 
bers of the organization, thus had no 
right to remove Lobsinger or ask 
her for any records. 

The ASCC filed the four-count 


_ Jawsuit against the former shelter 


director on January 8, two days after 
they forced her to leave her volun- 
teer position of ten years. The 
ASCC’s main complaint is that 
after attempts to work with 
Lobsinger, she allegedly failed to

turn over shelter records to the 
board. 

In the 46th Circuit Courtroom, 
Judge Murphy went down the pre- 
trial checklist for the suit filed 
against Lobsinger on January 8. 
The judge raised an eyebrow when 
attorney for the ASCC, Monte 
Burmeister, answered that nuisance 
and trespass were the basis of the 
lawsuit, He added his clients were 
also seeking injunctive relief on two 
counts in the lawsuit. 

Burmeister and Keith DuBois, 
attorney for Lobsinger, agreed to a 
non-jury trial, with DuBois request- 
ing Judge Murphy to allow his 
client to reserve the right to ask for 
a jury trial as the case progresses. 
The judge granted the request, but 
set aside two days for a non-jury 
trial in the interim. 

The attorneys agreed mediation 
could be used on Count I - Nuisance 
and Count II - Trespass of the law- 
suit as they can be considered jury 
issues. However, Count III con- 
cerning the “Demand for 
Accounting” of shelter records, 
financial and otherwise, and Count

Next Tuesday, March 20, 
Crawford AuSable School District 
voters will be asked to decide on 
two Grayling High School 
improvement bond proposals. 

Proposal I asks voters to approve 
a 20-year, net increase of 1.23 mills 
for additions and remodeling of the 
high school, borrowing no more 
than $14,050,000 for the project. 
The proposed project covers “erect- 
ing, furnishing and equipping addi- 
tions to, and remodeling, furnishing 
and refurnishing, equipping and re- 
equipping the existing high school; 
acquiring, installing and equipping 
technology in the high school; and 
developing and improving the site.” 

With passage of Proposal [, 
improvements and additions would 


include the cafeteria; science class- 
Tooms; | new instructional and prac- 


s fof'ffie drama, band and 
choir departments; replacement of 
the moveable wall/curtain between 
the cafeteria and auditorium; new 
heating and air conditioning sys- 
tem, and roof replacement. 


Additional space to be added to the

State House Republicans on 
March 7 pulled the wraps off legis- 
lation to help Michigan residents 
cope with expected higher utility 
costs and seek other assistance for 
heating their homes. 

Reps. Ken Bradstreet, chair of the 
Energy and Technology Committee, 
and Nancy Cassis, chair of the Tax 
Policy Committee, unveiled the bills 
at a news conference in Lansing 
with House Speaker Rick Johnson. 

“A number of factors have caused 
fuel costs to increase dramatically in 
the last year or so,” said Bradstreet 
(R-Gaylord). “Many gas heating 
bills in Michigan have been insulat- 
ed from the spiraling cost because of 
rate freezes, but those caps begin 
expiring this spring and rates will be 
adjusted to current market levels. 

“This package of bills will help 
more people who may struggle to 
meet heating expenses next winter. 
It is a fiscally responsible plan that 
assists residents with their energy

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bills and encourages greater conser- 
vation.” 

The Home Heating Initiative 
package: 

¢ Extends the Home Heating 
Credit through 2004 and eliminates 
credit proration, so households 
receive the entire amount they qual- 
ify for; 

¢ Changes eligibility criteria so 
more people are eligible for the 
credit, including $8 million ear- 
marked solely for senior citizens; 

* Creates tax credits for weather- 
ization materials and installing ener- 
gy efficient home appliances to 
reduce fuel consumption; 

* Increases utility service shut-off 
protections; 

¢ Implements an income tax dona- 
tion check-off box for taxpayers 
wishing to donate to energy assis- 
tance programs; and 

* Caps the taxable price of natural 
gas, propane and fuel oil and intro- 
duces a three percent replacement 
fee on rate portions above the 
capped amounts. 

“State government can do little 
about the price of fuel, but lawmak- 
ers can lift the burden from people 
who will be hardest hit by increased 
bills,” Cassis said.. ‘Tax benefits 
may not directly pay the monthly 
heat bill, but the assistance will help 
meet people’s needs.” 

Resolutions in. the package 
encourage programs that allow utili-

ty customers to round their bill pay- 
ments up to the nearest dollar with 
the extra payment being used to 


- fund local heating assistance needs, 


and promote and publicize existing 
private, state and federal energy 
awareness programs. 

Johnson said the legislation is 
being presented at the perfect time. 

“We are still in our cold weather 
season so these issues will be front 
and center in many people’s minds,” 
said Johnson (R-LeRoy). “Reps. 


Bradstreet and Cassis are on the 
right track for offering safeguards 
and assistance so people can afford 
tor stay warm during the winter 
months.” 

The package includes 10 bills and 
two resolutions. The legislation 
expands incorne allowance to help 
56,000 additional households, opens 
some current program participation 
to 102,500 more households, and 
protects mote people from utility 
shut-offs.

* Demand that. the telemarketer 
place your name on the “Do Not 
Call” list.

FROM THE STANDPOINT «Ff the pro- 
fessional politician and party leaders, there's 
plenty wrong with a statewide primary. 

It’s expensive. Five or six candidates run- 
ning for governor next yéar will all be rais- 
ing money, trying to tap the same sources, 
How much money will the party faithful -- 
both individuals and PACS -- be able or 
willing to contribute for the race for gover- 
nor? Primaries can dry up fund-raising 
sources and cramp the treasuries of candi- 
dates in the final election. both for the even- 
tual primary winner and other party candi- 

dates up and down the ticket. 

Primaries also create political animosities. 
That's the nature of campaigns. Hurtful 
things can be said or done. Afterward, of 
course, everyone smiles and kisses and 
pledges party unity, but any election can cre~ 
ate wounds that are difficult to heal, regard- 
less of outward appearances.

make the party stronger. Don’t believe it. 
Hotly contested primaries always weaken 
the party ua :

FUNNY THINGS can happen in pri- 
maries, and frequently do. Democrats could 
wind up with Geoffrey Fieger as their can- 
didate, as they did in 1998. Nobody except 
Republicans and Mr. Fieger would like to 
see that repeated. Back in 1982, Lt. Gov. 
Jim Brickley probably would have been a 
more effective Republican candidate for 
governor than outsider Dick Headlee, but 
that’s not the way the primary went. 

It’s impossible to control who will vote in 
party primaries. Democrats sneak into 
Republican primaries, and Republicans 
sneak into Democratic primaries, both try- 
ing to undermine their opponents. Again, 
that’s the nature of primaries --.unless there 
are important contests in both parties. 


Turnout ‘cdialy is low in Michigan’s 
. August primaries. Many of the four million 


Michigan voters who.turmed out in the 2000. 


presidential election won’t bother in the 

August 2002 primary. Too many other dis- 

tractions for voters in the dog days of sum- 

mer interfere with civic duty, and besides, 

it’s not really an election... only a primary.

BUT WHAT THE heck. When a party 
has so many qualified candidates who all 
feel now is the time to make their move -- as 
Democrats have for the 2002 election -- 
what other way than a primary can give 
Michigan voters a direct hand in making the 
choice of which one will have a shot at 
being their governor for the next four years. 

In most cases, either party would be for- 
tunate to have a single candidate with the 
credentials of the Democrats’ top three:

‘They say a little knowledge is a 


* dangerous thing, but in the case of 


CPR (cardiopulmonary resuscita- 
tion) training provided by the 
American Red Cross, a little knowl- 
edge can save a life. 

Last August, a routine trip to buy 
groceries almost turned to tragedy 


when a Gaylord man collapsed in_ 


the supermarket. Quick action by 
two women trained in CPR kept him 
alive until the paramedics arrived 
and applied a heart defibrillator. 

It only takes a short time to learn 
the simple techniques of CPR, but 
in an emergency it could help pro- 
vide years more life for someone 
needing resuscitation. 

March is Red Cross Month, a 
good time for anyone to undergo 
training in CPR or one of the many 
other courses offered by the Red 
Cross that either save lives or pre- 
vent suffering. ; 

As an example, the Red Cross 
provides training in disaster assis- 
tance that is comprehensive and 
includes courses both in how to 
assess people’s needs and deliver 
those needs. Once the course is 
completed, the person then becomes

part of a Red Cross Disaster Action 
Team. 

These teams ‘provide aid in the 
event of disaster, whether large or 
small. In the case of large disasters 
such as tornado, ice storm, hurti- 
cane, blizzard or earthquake, teams 
from all corners of the country con- 
verge to help in providing food, 
shelter and medical assistance. 

For smaller disasters, such as a 
single family dwelling destroyed by 
fire, members of the Red Cross pro- 
vides assistance in the form of 
clothing, food and shelter for the 
family members. 

In the area served by the Northern 
Lower Michigan Chapter of the Red 
Cross, 78 single-family dwelling 
fires received such assistance dur- 
ing the past year.

A 100-question survey of more than 
1.500 Americans by a nonpartisan 
research organization reveals — that 
Americans are convinced of retigion’s 
ability to change moral attitudes and 
behavior, The report is titled “For 
Goodness’ Sake: Why So Many Want 
Religion to Play a Greater Role in 
American Life.” Deborah Wadsworth, 
president of the Public Agenda organiza- 
tion, says Americans reveal “an intrinsic 
respect for pluralism, a deep commit- 
ment to religious freedom; and in wanti- 
ng more religion, they sav it can be any 
religion, not just their own.” 


The poll indicated a common desire 
for a solution to the moral deficiencies 
plaguing our nation. There was a com- 
mon concern for the deterioration in fam- 
ily structure. declining civility and 
respecttulness, and rising materialism. A 
69 percent: majority of those polled 
believe more religion is “the best way to 
strengthen family values and = moral 
behavior.” They also believe that more 
religion would lead to a decrease in 
crime and greed. 


The poll indicated Americans believe 
there is a strong tie between religion and 
morality, There ts 4 growing desire to 
bring religion back into edtteation.

School prayer is con- 
sidered by 56 percent of those polled to 
be one of the most effective ways to 
improve youths’ values and behavior. 
While 74 percent say prayer teaches that 
faith in religion and God is an important 
part of life. While respecting the concept 
of church-state separation, 60 percent 
disagree that “school prayer violates the 
Constitution.” 


Immorality and family degeneration is 
reaching into all areas of society includ- 
ing those who profess some kind of reli- 
gious faith. Nevertheless, fully 74 per- 
cent agreed that “it’s a bad idea for fam- 
ilies to raise children without any celi- 
gion.” To raise children without any reli- 
gious training is to raise them without 
any moral foundation for determining 
right from wrong. 


The above poll is encouraging because 
it reveals some spiritual sense remains in 
American thinking. Authority and 
accountability shape values that deter- 
mine attitudes and actions. A rejection of 
all absolutes including God and the Bible 
is the root cause of moral relativity 
which has led to amorality and/or 
immorality which permeates American 
society.

Even though the funding for the 
county program limits her to part- 
time, Laura Ross, the Animal 
Control Officer (ACO), has been 
busy. In the past two months, Laura 
has handled some 150 
complaints/calls and expects those 
numbers to increase as we get clos- 
er to warm weather. 

The normal business hours for 
animal control are 10 a.m. to 4 p.m., 
Tuesday through Saturday; howev- 
er, Ross’ schedule is being viewed 
as “flexible.” She recognizes there 
will be times when she is required

animal control vehicle has been the 
biggest influence on Ross’ schedule. 
To date, the county has had to 
replace the starter and gas tank, as 
well as secure the animal restraining 
box, among other things. It is gen- 
erally thought that most of the 
issues surrounding the vehicle are 
due to its inactivity over the last two 
years. Hopefully, we have the vehi- 
cle problems behind us, Ross said. 
Ross stated Crawford County 
Animal Control would respond dur- 
ing off-hours in the case of an emer- 
gency. Crawford County Animal 
Control defines an emergency as a 
dog bite or injured animal. To reach 
Animal Control in an cmergency 
situation, you should contact 911. 
All other calls should go to (517) 


an emergency during off-hours. If 
someone does pick up a stray during 
off-hours, they need to contact the 
Sheriff’s Department or house the 
animal until Animal Control can 
respond during normal business 
hours. 

Also worth noting, Crawford 
County Animal Control will not 
respond to anonymous complaints 
due to the fact there is only one offi- 
cer and many times more informa- 
tion or follow-up will be required. 

Ross said she looks forward to.

to educate animal owners and others 
of the Crawford County Animal 
Control Ordinance. She also said 
she enjoys being able to serve the 
residents of her county.

IV regarding a request by the ASCC 
to hold a special meeting for the 
purpose of amending the organiza- 
tion’s by-laws are considered non- 
jury issues and must be determined 
by the judge. Currently, the ASCC 
by-laws allow anyone who believes 
in the mission of the ASCC and 
gives time, money or other 
resources to the cause, to be eligible 
for membership in the ASCC. 

Judge Murphy granted DuBois 
and Burmeister the options to file 
legal briefs citing case law and argu- 
ments from each side of the suit. 
When asked by the judge, 
Burmeister said his clients would 
like 180 days for discovery of facts 
and evidence, but DuBois said 60 
days was sufficient time for that 
process. Burmeister explained to 
the judge that 180 days was needed 
for discovery because if evidence of 
misused funds is found it may lead 
his clients to add a conversion claim 
to the case. 

Judge Murphy said he was con- 


" cemed about the difference of opin- 


ion between attorneys regarding the 
time needed for discovery. After a 
few moments of consideration, 
DuBois said he could agree to the 
180-day discovery period because 
once he files a Motion for Summary 
Disposition, which he said was “not 
discovery dependent,” he will “stop 
this (lawsuit) right in its tracks.” 

The attorneys finished up the con- 
ference agreeing also to file exhibit 
lists within 90 days, expert witness 
lists within that same time and lay 
witness lists within 60 days of the 
trial; as well as schedule a settle- 
ment conference within 30 days of 
the trial date if a settlement can be 
reached before then.

Proposal IT asks voters to approve 
a 20-year increase estimated at .43 
mills to raise $2,500,000 for “erect- 
ing, furnishing and equipping and 
addition to, and partially remodel- 
ing, re-furnishing and re-equipping 
the high school gymnasium; and 
developing and improving the site.” 

With passage of Proposal UH, 
improvements would be made to 
locker rooms, a new entrance for 
sports events would be created, new 
gymnasium space would be added 
and the existing gym remodeled and 
re-equipped.

Bobenmoyer swiped another

Miller continues fight to keep Social Security numbers private 


Secretary of State Candice S. 
Miller has agreed to the federal gov- 
ermment’s request for an additional 
30 days to respond to a lawsuit chal- 
lenging its requirement that the 
Department of State collect Social 
Security numbers from drivers 
license applicants in Michigan. 

Secretary Miller filed the lawsuit 
in U.S. District Court in Grand 
Rapids, January 4. Without the 
extension, the federal government 
would have been required to 
respond to the department’s com- 
plaint by March 4. 

“Our position on this issue 
remains unchanged and we are 
hopeful that by allowing the new 
administration additional time for 
review, they will realize that the use 
of Social Security numbers should 
be restricted, not expanded, to pro- 
tect our citizens’ personal privacy 
and guard against identity theft,” 
Secretary Miller said. “I am proud 


to say that due to our efforts, 
Michigan residents have not yet 
been forced to surrender their Social 
Security numbers for the unrelated 
purpose of obtaining a drivers 
license.” 

Secretary Miller filed the lawsuit 
after several efforts to obtain an 
exemption from the provision out- 
lined in the Welfare Reform Act 
were rejected by the USS. 
Department of Health and Human 
Services. 

Secretary Miller argued in her 
exemption requests that the collec- 
tion of Social Security numbers 
would violate the strong interest her 
department has in protecting cus- 
tomer privacy. The process would 
be expensive and counterproductive 
to measures already in place by the 
state to track those owing child sup- 
port. It was also noted that in addi- 
tion to being an unfunded federal 
mandate, the law raises questions 
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about its ability to protect the wel- 
fare of Michigan children. 

This federal law applies only to 
citizens with driver licenses, which 
severely limits the ability to locate 
deadbeat parents. Consequently in 
Michigan, more than four million 
people would be overlooked 
because the databases containing 
records of suspended drivers, state 
identification card holders and those 
on the Qualified Voter file would be 
excluded from any search, 

Currently, the Michigan Family 


Independence Agency (FIA) con- 
ducts searches of all Secretary of 
State databases for deadbeat parents 
using a name. or even part of a 
name. It is successful in obtaining 
an identification 90 percent of the 
time, according to figures from FIA 
and the Secretary of State. The 
Secretary of State estimates that the 
success rate would drop to about 60 
percent under the federal law pri- 
marily because searches would be 
limited to only residents and driver 
licenses. 


Other problems with the federal 
law identified by Secretary Miller 
include: 

* States would not be required to 
verify the Social Security numbers 
collected by their Department of 
Motor Vehicles or Secretary of State 
offices are correct. 

¢ The law fepresents a significant 
duplication of effort because both 
the Internal Revenue Service and 
Michigan Department of Treasury 
already have databases of Social 
Security numbers. 


* The law places the majority at 
risk for possible misuse of their 
Sociat Security numbers and identi- 
ty fraud in attempts to target a 
minority guilty of delinquent child 
support payments. 

“I encourage anyone who is inter- 
ested in protecting their privacy and 
reducing the risk of identity theft to 
join me in this battle by contacting 
their representatives in Washington 
and asking them to put a stop to the 
unwarranted collection and use of 
Social Security numbers.” 


Web site offers the ‘lowdown’ on bad checks 


“Sometimes good people write 
bad checks,” said Steve Rhode, 
president of Myvesta.org, a nonprof- 
it financial services organization. 
Whether you race to the bank hop- 
ing your checks won’t post until the 
money is in your account, or you 
just don’t realize how much money 
you actually have, writing bad 
checks is bad news. 

It has been reported that 
Americans write more than one mil- 
lion bad checks a day -- some on 
purpose, some by mistake. Those 
bad checks total more than $50 mil- 
lion a day, and it’s rising. 


Don’t cross the 


Michigan Department of 
Transportation (MDOT) safety sta- 
tistics show that in 2000, 13 people 
were killed and 40 injured in 93 
highway-railroad crossing colli- 
sions in Michigan. 

There are 5,397 public highway- 
railroad crossings in the state. 
Federal safety statistics show that in 
1999, the latest full year for which 
data is available, 402 people were 
killed and 1,396 were injured in 
3,489 highway-railroad CLOseng 

collisions nationwide. 

MDOT’s highway-rail safety pro- 
gram, “Operation Lifesaver” urges 
motorists and professional drivers 
to remember these safety tips: 

¢ Never drive around lowered 
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Bounced Checks: What to do if 
You Write Them... Or Receive Them 
is a free publication from 
Myvesta.org that offers suggestions 
to avoid the high fees and problems 
that come with bounced checks. 

“Writing or receiving bad checks 
is a serious matter that can be cost- 
ly,” says Rhode, who is aiso the 
organization’s co-founder. ““We’ve 
seen people who have written four 
or five bad checks in a month and it 
has cost them an unexpected $200. 
That can sink the family’s finances.” 

The consequences of paying with 
this rubber currency can range from 


bank and merchant fees up to $50 
each, being sued for up to three 
times the amount of the check or 
being prosecuted for check fraud if 
bouncing checks becomes a regular 
habit. 

If you’re one of the unlucky peo- 
ple on the receiving side of a bad 
check, not only will you have to try 
and collect payment yourself, but 
your bank may charge you a bad 
check fee as well. Some steps you 
can take to protect yourself are: 

* Watch out for low numbered 
checks; an estimated nine out of ten 
bad checks are numbered from 101-

you suspect a signal is malfunction- 
ing, call the toll-free number posted 
on or near the crossing signal or 
your local law enforcement agency. 

© Never race a train to the cross- 
ing -- even if you tie, you lose. 

* Do not get trapped on the tracks. 
Never drive onto a railroad crossing 
until you are sure you can clear the 
tracks on the other side without 
stopping. Remember, the train is 
three feet wider than the tracks on 
both sides. 

¢ If your vehicle stalls on a cross- 
ing, immediately get everyone out 
and far away from the tracks. 
(Move away from the tracks in the 
direction from which the train is 
approaching.) Call your local law 
eaten agency for assistance. 
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« When waiting for a train to pass 
at a multiple-track crossing, watch 
out for a second train on the other 
tracks, approaching in either direc- 
tion. 

* Be aware that trains cannot stop 
quickly. Even it the locomotive 
engineer sees you, a freight train 
moving at 55 miles per hour can 
take a mile or more to stop once the 
emergency brakes are applied. 
That’s at least 18 football fields. 

* Don’t be fooled by the optical 
illusion -- the train you see is closer 
and moving faster than you think. If 
you see a train approaching, wait for 
it to go by before you proceed 
across the tracks. 

e Always expect a train! Freight 
aoa do not follow set schedules. 
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We'll get you back in the same.

* Keep an eye out for fakes; exam- 
ples include checks with four 
smooth edges or glossy numbers. 

* Use a check verification service 
to confirm authenticity before the . 
bad check is in your hands.
